decline in prices. 

With the Patten contracts out of the way,

values. July new oats which opened firm 
at 7lc floundered to 5éc before any support 
came.

EGYPT'S CAl [TAL 


COLE RAGING 


The Epidemic Almost Viru- 
lent in Character. 


NATIVES DIE IN THE STREETS 


CAIRO, Egypt, July 26.—One hundred and 
twenty-four cases of cholera have been r@ 
ported in this city. The drinking fountains 
have been closed. The epidemic is almoss 
virulent in character. Many of the natives 
are attacked in the streets and die in a few 
minutes. 

A state of panic prevails. All hope of le 
calizing the disease has been abandoned 
and there is no doubt that Egypt will hav® 
to meet a devastating epidemic. The disease 
appeared Thursday in practically every 
quarter of Cairo.. Temporary hospitals are 
bullding. The British regiments at Catré 
will leave to camp in the desert at the soon- 
est possible moment. Better reports have 
been received from Upper Egypt. 


Cairo has a population of about 600,000: It is 
the center of travel in the Bastern Mediterranean, 
The native quarters of the city are In some places 
lower than the Nile. Rain water stands in theese 
Streets until It evaporates or is canried away ie 
carts to be used to sprinkle other streets. 

The natives wede in this water and throw refuse 
into it, although it is forbidden by the British 
city government. The African sun beats down 
upon these pouds and creates an stmosphere where 
disease germs thrive.

Renison gradually gained on them. He 
‘whipped -the horse so desperately that it 
plunged forward at top speed rocking and 
| bouncing the wogan over the rought street 
and spilling eggs and melons into the 
street. 


The Pursuing 

Crowd Dwindled. 

The original crowd in pursuit dwindled 
when the dropping of eggs and water- 


melons began. The negroes all stopped and 
divided the melons. Some of the banana 
vendors and suspenders peddlers continued 
| running with Bogasch, but they were lost 
when Renison turned the wogan north into 
Tenth street. 

Meanwhile, Reinken had dashed from the 
Krenning store in response te Bogasch’'s 
warning. He did not, however, join the 
melon-loving contingent i the chase. 

A Spring avenue car happened to be 
assing and Reinken jumped aboard. Sergt. 
Jjowdall was on the é¢ar. He saw the 
| crowds of negroes gathered about the 
'wrecks of the melons and wondered what 
| had happe med. Reinken told him. 

He also told the motorman and that in- 
| dividual turned his controller to the maxi- 
‘mum notch. When they reached Ninth 
'strreet, however, Renison turned inte 
| Tenth. 

At Tenth street Reinken and Dowdall 
| jumped from the car. Without waiting for 
|the grover, the strenuous sergeant leaped 
into a buggy standing in front of a gro- 
'oceryv corner store and drove the horse wild- 
‘iy north in the direction taken by Renison. 
|" Reinken started after him afoot. So did 
ithe man who owned the buggy. He yelled 
| “stop thief’’ as loudly as Bogasch had 
| yelled it a few minutes before. Out of the 
shops, out of the dwellings, out of the 
| an tloons and other gathering places in the 
| congested neighborhood poured hordes of 
' voluntary pursuers. They raised. their 
voices in aid of the buggery owner and ran 
|after the fleeing sergeant. 


Judged by the 

Egg Fricassees. 

But Dowdall never looked back. He had 
his eyes glued to the street. Wherever he 


saw a shattered watermelon or a whole- 
sule egg fricasse re knew he was on the 
right track. 

The trail of eggs and melons led to O'Fal- 
lon street, west to Eleventh street and then 
north again. 

Policeman Michael Burke stood at Elev- 
enth and O'Fallon streets. He was think- 
ing of home and dinner, it being near the 
time for his relieving partner to apper. He 
|'saw eRnison dash by and regretted that, in 
his haste, to bring dinner to some of his 
| patrons, the grocery boy should lose «0 
many eggs and melons. But when he saw 
another buggy dash by a moment later he 
cencluded that there must have been some- 
thing ‘‘doing’’ to accasion the pursuit. 

Dowdall flew past Burke so rapidly that 
that the policeman didn't have a chance 
to notice his uniform. 

Burke then acted as promptly as Dowdell. 
An fce wagon was rumbling lazily south on 
Eleventh street. Jumping to a seat beside 
its elderly. bewhiskered driver, he seizcd 
the lines despite the protests of that in- 
dividual and wheeled the horses about. 
Then he lashed them into a gallop in the 
direction the wagon and buggy had taken. | 

The two crowds of pursuers, one headed 
by Bogasch and the other by the buggy 
owner, sped along in the wake of the ice 
wagon. Its melting freight left a water 
trail in the dust that they could not miss. 
It led them to Cass avenue and then west 
to Twelfth street, where the grand finale 
was enacted. 


Renison Was 


Taken to Dispensary. 

It was after running over a particularly 
big watermelon at Eleventh and Cass ave- 
nue that Dowdall caught up with Renison. 
The sergeant sprang into the wagon ana 
seized Renison. He showed fight and the 
sergeant used his club. 

While the pedestrian pursuers were recov- 
ering their wind, while the ice wagon own- 
er was endeavoring to get 40 cents from 
Burke and while Reinken drove off with his 
enwty wagon, Renison was taken to tne

agd festooned their wreckage on the ground. 

When unable to see Renison’s vehicle 
Dpwdall, in a buggy, dashed frantically on, 
guided by the success of hasty service 
fguit omelets. 

Aided by the tumbling provender Dowdall 
tracked Renison to a standstill at Twelfth 
and Cass avenue after the thief had driven 
at breakneck speed from Sixth and Was 
streets,

Grocery Clerk

After the three vehicles had crossed the 
wires all the owners were satisfied except 
the ice-wagon “proprietor. He announced 
his determination to file a claim with the 
Board of Police Commissioners for 40 cents, 
the value of the time and ice he lost in the 
unwilling speed competition. 

Renison inaugurated the impromptu der- 
by in “‘Little Jerusalem,” in front of the 
Krenning Glass Company's store, 916 North 
Sixth street. He saw John Reinken of 5655 
Cote Brilliante avenue enter the store leay- 
ing his grocery wagon on the outside un- 
guarded. He didn't know Reinken, but he 
néticed that his wagon was plentifully 
latien with cases of eggs and boxes of 
witermelons.

At an informal session of the Board of 
Public Improvements Saturday noon the 
report of the committee appointed for the 
purpose of visiting the large cities of the 
country with a view to securing an effective 
power brake for St. Louis street cars Was 
submitted and approved. 

It was decided, however, not to make the 
report public until later. 

The investigating committee consisted of 
President Hiram Phillips of the B. P. I., 
Jozeph P. Whyte, harbor and wharf com- 
missioner, and E. A. Hermann, sewer com- 
missioner. 

These gentlemen visited Pittsburg, New 
York, Buffalo, Chicago, eDtroit, Philadei- 
phia, Boston, Baltimore and Indianapolis. 

Their report will state that the contention 
of the St. Louis Transit Co. and the St. 
Louis and Suburban Railroad Co. that 
power brakes for electric cars are not fras- 
ible is entirely erroneous and made with the 
object of exempting those corporations 
from the provisions of the power brake or- 
dinance recently passed by the Municipal 
Assembly. 

Further, the report, it is said, will draw 
attention to the fact that in the cities vis- 
ited the committee found there were over 
12,000 power brakes in active use and that 
in a majority of cases they worked in a 
manner satisfactory to the street car com- 
panies and the public. 

Different kinds of power brakes will be 
mentioned, either of which the committee 
suggests will be acceptable. 

The speed at which cars may be stopped 
is mentioned. 

For example a car going 50 miles an hour 
can be brought to a standstill within 125 
feet; one at the rate of 30 miles in a dis- 
tance of 60 feet,, and a car making a run 
on a schedule of 15 miles per ‘hour can be 
controlled 15 feet away and brought to a 
perfect stop. 

A car running eight miles an hour may be 
stopped in 8 feet. 

This then the average speed at which St. 
Louls cars are permitted to run, according 
to ordinance, east of Grand avenue. 

The brakes now in use have not improved 
in the last 15 years. In fact they are the 
same controllers that were in use when the 
old horse cars detracted from the dignity 
of St. Louis. 

In the cities above mentioned the com- 
mittee rode over all the lines and a thor- 
ough inspection of the brakes convinces 
them that many lives are saved as a result 
of using improved, modern brakes. 

No delay in traffic, the committee will 
Say, is caused by the use of brakes, but in- 
teliigence and brains are required to prop- 
erly operate a car on. which they are used. 

The board, it is stated, gave unanimous 
approval to the report and pledged that 
they would proeeed without delay to com- 
pel the street car companies to adopt the 
modern life-saving brakes.

If it were a fake they resdérted to the 
most desperate make-believe preliminaries 
seen in a prize ring. 

At tne end of the fight the scene was a 
remarkable one. With 10,000 men howling 
around him and two score of women 
screaming in semi-delirium, an old man lay 
on -his back in a fighting arena dead to the 
world. 

It was Bob Fitzsimmons, one-time cham- 
pion pugilist of the world. Over him stood 
a big man, his face blurred with blood, his 
eyes puffed, his nose smashed away, his 
eyes cut, his cheeks slashed, his features 
brutalized by the beating they had received. 
It was Jim Jeffries, the huge and hairy 
champion of the world. They had fought 
eight terrific rounds, and this was the rec- 
sult. Tiere was the end of the drama. 

While the old man lay on his back money 
was already changing hands by the thou- 
sands and tens of thousands. 


LIKE A DRUNKEN MAN. 
“Back, get back!’’ yelled Graney, the ref- 
eree, to Jeffries. The big man stepped back 
like a blood-smeared lion before the keep- 
ér’'s whip. Fitzsimmons opened his glassy 
blue eyes. His bald head cocked slowly up 
in a vague, uncertain way, like that of a 
drunken man. He raised himself to his 

elbow and from thence to his hands. 


“If there was one straight thought in his 
befuddled brain it was that he:must get up 
and fight some more. 

From his hands he toppled over again on 
his face. Again he essayed to rise, with 
the white-floored ring lying under him. This 
time he got to his feet drunkenly, but again 
fell back and was counted out. 


Never for a moment had the great crowd 
ceased to yell and cheer. What was a 
beaten pugilist to them? Had Jeffries been 
in Fitz's place they would have cheered 
just as loud and long. 

The end came in the eighth round after 
Fitz had punched and pummelled the big 
champion until his face was as bloody as 
a hunk of raw meat. 

When the bell rang for that eighth round 
the big fighters came out with a rush.

Jeffries crouched low, with his bloody 
features contorted into something like a 
smile. Fitz swung a left for his head. The 
big fellow ducked it aud caught Boba ha:d 
rap on the ribs. Rush and clinch—clinch 
and rush, and then Jeffries began to force 
the fighting without results. Now, how- 
ever, the bloody curtain was about to fall. 

They came together in a breathless clinch. 
“Break! Break!’ cried the referee. 

As their big arms fell apart and as F'tz 
stepped back he smiled and spoke to Jet- 
fries in a low undertone. He was still 
within reach when speaking. 

THE BLOW ON FITZ’S JAW. 
Quicker than a flash Jeff's big arm 
scribed the segments of a circle and caught 
Fitz flush on the point of the jaw. 

It was all up with the old man. His knees 
gave way limply and he went to the floor 
with a crash. He rolled over on his back 
and lay still until the referee had counted 
five.

WORD PICTURE OF THE BATTLE. 


Tt was 10:2 when the gone sounded for 
the battle.

King Edward’s Cons¢ience. 
The Earl of Halebury, we are pained to 
learn, has resigned the office of lord high 
chancellor of England. 
Among other things, he was the official 
keeper of the King’s conscience, and, as no 
successor has yet been appointed, it is easy 
to discern the gravity of the situation. 
A King without a conscience would be a 
sorry sight, indeed, and we of the Occident, 
who may be likened to a man up a tree 
with excellent opportunities for observation, 
know that kings mislay their consciences 
oftener than any other class of 
Not being called upon to use them as fre- 
quently as the layman, they become care- 
less. 

With all due respect to King Edwari, 
whom God save, it must be said that his 
conscience has not been in evidence for a 
number of years. His conscience may he 
as good as new, having been used but lit- 
tle; so why should‘he bother himself about 
the article, as long as it is in the custody 
of a careful keeper, who is bound by oath 
to protect it? King Edward's conscience 
may be as carefully preserved somewhere 
around the royal premises as are the uni- 
forms and helinets he wears only once in 
four years. If such be not the case, of 
what use is a lord high chancellor? 

But there is another side to this matter, 
and a serious one. It may be that the King, 
in view of his late misfortune, suddenly 
found a use for his conscience and called for 
it. The royal keeper could not find it? What 
then? Hurrying and scurrving through 
Buckingham palace, ransacking of corners 
and garrets and general consternation. 
Still it could not be found. The royal keep- 
er had been guilty of gross negligence. in 
order to avoid a scandal, it was intimated 
to him that his resignation would be ac- 
ceptable, and he forthwith resigned. It 
may be that King Edward js crulsing 
around on his yacht without a conscience 
to this day, and another lord high chan- 
cellor will not be appointed untfl it shall 
have been recovered.

CURIOUS INDUSTRIES. 


Salt mining constitutes one of the stapl 
industries of Roumania. There are 
mines in all. The mineral is mined in three 
of the mines by convicts. In all there are 
about 1000 convicts at work in the three 
mines. The laborers are not provided with 
any mechanical apparatus whatever, the 
whole of the work being perfornmied by hand, 
each convict having to quarry a 
quantity of salt daily.

BOULEVARD TEN MILES LONG 


Proposed to Establish a Grand Drive- 
way From the Cemeteries to Gra- 
vois Road and to Also Im- 
prove Oakland Avenue. 


Mayor Wells late Friday afternoon named 
George B. Leighton, John D. Davis and 
Julius Pitzgman as members of the King's 
Highway Boulevard commission. Mr. Piiz- 
mah is a civil engineer, Mr. Davis a lawyer 
and Mr. Leighton a business man who is 
prominently interested in civic improve- 


ments. 

The pointment of the commission was 
provided for in an ordinance passed by the 
municipal assembly and appropriating $2, DOO 
for the expenses of the commission. The 
members will receive no compensation. 
Their duties are to prepare the plans for 
the construction of a boulevard along 
King’s Highway from the cemeteries on 
Florissant avenue to Gravois road on the 
south. It will be ten miles long. The com- 
mission is to report the plans it adopts to 
the assembly. t is not thought that the 
boulevard can be constructed in time for 
the World’s Fajr. 

The commission is also charged with the 
duty of preparing plans for the opening of 
Oakland avenue from King’s Highway to 
Skinker road.
